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Bishop dedicates 
Clairemont church

CLAIREMONT — Calling it a dream 
come true, Msgr. William Cuddihy, 
pastor of St. Catherine Laboure parish, 
held dedication ceremonies Oct. 18 for 
the new church. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher was joined by 
Msgr. Cuddihy, Father Noel Thompson, 
associate pastor, some 20 concelebrants 
and Deacon Richard Rondeau for the 
dedication liturgy. A standing-room-only 
crowd — including San Diego Mayor 
Maureen O’Connor — was on hand for 
the Mass. 

The new facility seats 850 in the church 
and 100 in the children’s room. It also 
houses a chapel for daily Masses and 
adoration of the Blessed Sacrament and a 
reconciliation room. 

The new church replaces a 
multipurpose facility, now the parish hall, 
where Mass has been celebrated since 
1967. 

In greeting the congregation, Bishop 
Maher congratulated the parish for 
realizing their dream of a new church. He 
then conducted the first dedication rite: 
the blessing of the church, the altar and 
congregation. 

In his homily Msgr. Cuddihy recalled 
the parish’s anticipation of a new church. 
‘“‘So many people have said to me, ‘We 
have waited so long for this day,’ ’’ he 
said. ‘‘Some have asked, ‘Do we need it?’ 
We needed it desperately.”’ 

Msgr. Cuddihy told the assembly that 
everything from hot dog sales to bingo 
games were conducted in the old facility. 
“This necessitated an ongoing movement 
of chairs that would boggle your mind,”’ 
he said. 

The main reason for the new church, 
according to Msgr. Cuddihy, is that 
‘God himself has always shown a special 
love for what he calls his house.’’ 

“The Old and New _ testaments

constantly refer to the glory of his house, 
said the pastor. ‘“This new building is our 
consecrated area to the Lord in South 
Clairemont where we tan come together 
as a family and worship.” — 

Msgr. Cuddihy gave special 
recognition to several people who helped 
realize the parish’s dream, including 
Bennett Lord, project architect of the 
Hendrick and Mock firm; contractors 
Tony and Patty Garczynski; ° LeRoy 
Smith, construction superintendent; 
Elaine Stachelek, landscape planner; Pat 
Connelly, landscaper and Bob Bernard, 
who did the finishing carpentry. 

Jos Gomolka, who completed all of the 
artwork inside the church, was given 
special recognition. 

Gomolka, who emigrated from the 
Netherlands three years ago, designed 
and installed several stained glass 
windows in the church. His three wooden 
sculptures — the main crucifix behind the 
altar, and two side carvings of St. 
Catherine Laboure and the Holy Family 
— decorate the front of the church. 

The artist worked seven months to 
complete these works, which also included 
mosaic stations of the cross and designing 
altar furniture. 

The Clairemont church is the third 
Catholic church in which Gomolka has 
worked. He also designed and installed 
six stained glass windows at St. Therese 
Church and created all the artwork at 
Ascension Church, Tierrasanta. 

Msgr. Cuddihy eulogized parishioner 
Bill Albrecht, who offered his catering 
services to the dedication’s reception at no 
cost. Albrecht, who died Oct. 16, directed 
the catering from his hospital bed until his 
death. 

Following the homily, Bishop Maher 
blessed the new altar with holy water. 
‘*May this altar, which we have built for 
your holy mysteries be the center of our

LA prelate, Father Curran discuss dissent issue

LOS ANGELES (NC) — There are not two separate 
magisteriums — teaching authorities — in the church to- 
day, Archbishop Roger Mahony of Los Angeles said Oct. 
16 in an appearance with moral theologian Father Charles 
Curran at the University of Southern California. 

‘‘T cannot believe there are two separate, parallel tracks 
of teaching authority in the church — one the bishops’ 
and one the theologians,’ ’’ the archbishop said. 

But both speakers said that Catholics must adhere to 
certain church teachings and that some theological dissent 
is possible. 

The two men spoke on ‘‘Authority and Dissent in the 
Roman Catholic Church’’ to an audience of about 1,000 
people crowding a campus auditorium. Another 200 per- 
sons outside heard the discussion via loudspeakers. 

In a papally approved order announced Aug. 18, the 
Vatican declared that Father Curran, a faculty member at 
The Catholic University of America, Washington, was 
‘‘not suitable nor eligible to teach Catholic theology” be- 
cause of his dissent on some matters. 


Archbishop: Mahony, in his talk, never mentioned 
Father Curran by name. 

Father Curran made no specific reference to his contro- 
versial views on sexual morality. 

Both men noted that there are certain teachings that 
Catholics must follow. 

As Father Curran said, ‘‘One cannot deny certain 
truths and still be a Catholic. The precise question con- 
cerns the relationship between the hierarchical teaching 
office and the role of the theologian in the church in the 
area of some non-infallible, hierarchical teachings.”’ 

The authoritative, non-infallible teaching of the pope 
has a special character and a presumption in its favor 
““but it can be erroneous,’’ Father Curran said. 

“‘In other words, it is fallible,’’ he said. As examples he 
cited changes in church teaching on slavery and the charg- 
ing of interest. 

Archbishop Mahony said ‘‘The church, if it is to stand 
for anything, has to have some common doctrine that is 
respected and put into practice by its members. 

““As Catholics, we are expected to give.our internal and 


external private and public assent to magisterial teaching 
that is clearly within our time-honored tradition,’’ he 
added. 

‘The church,”’ he said, ‘‘recognizes that in the course 
of scholarly theological work it is possible at times for leg- 
itimate dissent from infallible Catholic teaching to arise. 
When such dissent occurs, however, it does not replace 
authentic Catholic teaching but remains dissent from it,”’ 
he said. 

“Confronted with a dissenting opinion, authentic 
Catholic teaching remains what it is: authentic Catholic 
teaching,’ the archbishop said. 

“Tt is misleading and wrong, therefore, to describe a 
situation of dissent, even legitimate dissent, from authen- 
tic church teaching as if it were only a matter of diversity 
or plurality of opinion in the church,’’ the archbishop 
added. 

‘‘Because of the apostolic origin and the hierarchical 
structure of the church, the teaching of the magisterium is 
not simply one theological opinion alongside others; it is, 
rather, church doctrine,’’ he said.

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Sister Nancy Sylvester: Economy pastoral is call for 
Catholics to be ‘countercultural.’ 


Network director lauds economy pastoral 


‘It’s exciting for us to have the bishops speak out.’

SAN DIEGO — The national coordinator of a 
Catholic lobbying group is pleased with the direction the 
U.S. bishops have taken with their pastoral letter on the 
economy. Final debate and vote on this document is 
expected next month. 

‘‘These are things we have worked for and written on 
for the the last 15 years. It’s exciting for us to have the 
bishops speak out,’’ said Sister Nancy Sylvester, IHM, 
head of NETWORK, a social justice lobby founded in 
1971 by 47 Catholic nuns. 

‘‘What the bishops are saying has its roots in the 
tradition of several social justice encyclicals,’’ she said. 
“It’s nothing new. I’m just glad they decided to talk 
‘about it.”’ 

Sister Sylvester was in San Diego Oct. 16 to conduct an 
election workshop at All Hallows Church. The event was 
sponsored by the diocesan Peace and Justice 
Commission. 

The pastoral letter, ‘‘Economic Justice for All: Catholic 
Social Teaching and the U.S. Economy,”’ is a call for 
Catholics to be ‘‘countercultural,’’ said Sister Sylvester; 
yet it does not negate profit-making. 

Many Catholics understand it is in their self- interest to 
be concerned about the poor, said Sister Sylvester. That 
challenge ‘‘is articulated in the economy pastoral.”’ 

It states that the economy must serve the people, rather 
than the opposite, said the former high school teacher. 
One only needs to look at some of the recent corporate 
mergers and takeovers to see that profit margins, not job 
security, are given priority, she added. 


Bishop names new Southern Cross editor 


Bishop Leo T. Maher recently announced that Bill Fin- 
ley, director of communications for the San Diego dio- 
cese, has assumed administrative responsibility for 
Southern Cross publications. 

Finley thus becomes editor of the weekly newspaper, 
the Southern Cross, the annual diocesan directory and the 
weekly bulletin used by 19 diocesan parishes. 

“‘For some time we have discussed the idea of placing 
the newspaper within the Office of Communications,”’ 
Bishop Maher said. ‘‘It seems like the natural place for it 
to be, and with Bill’s background in journalism, this 
seems like the natural time to make the move.”’ 

The editor’s office had been vacant since Sept. 26, 
when Father Louis E. Copestake, editor since 1984, de- 
parted for a one-year sabbatical. 

Finley majored in journalism at San Diego State Univ- 
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ersity and spent 18 years as a reporter and makeup editor 
for The San Diego Union and The Tribune. 

“Tt’s an exciting time to be involved with the Southern 
Cross,’’ Finley said. ‘“The newspaper will celebrate its 
75th anniversary next year, and there should be no short- 
age of interesting topics. With the jubilees coming up for 
our diocese and our bishop, and with the pope coming to 
California next fall, it promises to be a very challenging 
time for all of us.”’ 

In addition to naming Finley as editor, Bishop Maher 
appointed three priests to the newspaper’s editorial 
board. They are Msgrs. I. Brent Eagen, John Portman 
and Richard Duncanson. 
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The recent decision to close all Gemco stores in 
California is one that will affect hundreds of employees, 


_ said Sister Sylvester. The closure and subsequent loss of 


jobs have moral 
addresses. 

Like the bishops’ economy pastoral, NETWORK 
bases its goals on the church’s social justice teachings and 
encyclicals which date back to 1891. ‘‘I always say the 
social justice teachings of the church are the best-kept 


secrets,’’ Sister Sylvester said.

The lobby group, which has a registered membership 
of approximately 8,000 nationwide, seeks: to influence 
congressional leaders to enact laws providing economic 
justice for the poor as well as protecting human rights and 
promoting disarmament and world peace. 

Sister Sylvester stressed the importance of an economic 
conversion by Americans in order to realize the effects a 
military buildup has on a domestic economy. 

“It is appropriate to bring our eyes of faith to these 
issues, ask different questions and offer our values in the 
debate,”’ she said. 

The final draft of the pastoral emphasizes the family 
more, but has made no major shift from earlier positions, 
Sister Sylvester said. 

Like many pastoral letters before it, Sister Sylvester is 
concerned that the economics pastoral will fall prey to 
apathy. ‘‘My hope will be that the bishops all over the 
country will try to keep it alive.’’ 

NETWORK has been promoting key concepts of the 
pastoral since its first draft was published, said Sister 
Sylvester. In the election workshop held at All Hallows, 
she used excerpts from the third draft to reflect on an 
ethical framework for economic decision-making. 

Sister Sylvester has been involved in social justice issues 
since the 1960s. Her interest ‘“‘in doing something 
practical in political science’’ led to earning a master’s 
degree in economics and theology. 

She began studying various social justice encyclicals in 
college and saw “‘a real link in our own tradition (and) in 
trying to bring about structural change.’’ 

The political process became a real opportunity to do 
something for justice, said Sister Sylvester, and in 1977 
she joined the NETWORK staff as a researcher. Four 
years later she was named national coordinator. 

Asked if there were other social concerns that could be 
addressed in a pastoral letter, Sister Sylvester said she 
avoids involvement in the church’s internal issues. 
“‘We’re primarily congressional lobbyists. We try to be 
experts in that field.”’ 
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Into Thy hands, O Lord, we commend the spirits of these 
beloved ones who are gone before us into the realm of Thy 
eternal happiness and peace.

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A catechist — 
illness, death 
and God’s will

The catechetical season is beginning, and as it be- 
gins I remember Esperanza Castillo. 

Esperanza was a catechist in our parish. She was 
an elderly woman who had a thin face, a sharp nose, 
‘warm eyes, blond hair tinged with a few trails of 
white and a pair of spectacles that she always wore. 
Esperanza looked like the stereotype of the English 
teacher in one of Dickens’ novels. 

But Esperanza was not an English teacher. She 
did not know English at all. Contrary to what her 
appearance could suggest, Esperanza was Mexican, 
a product of a racially complex country. 

Esperanza was not married. Had she been unable 
to attract a man? Had she dedicated her life to the 
care of a sick relative in a culture.in which sacrifice 
is considered the pride of life? 

I really do not know. Esperanza spoke very little 
to me. Most of our communication took place on a 
hidden level in which words are replaced by silence 
and reason by intuition. 


I RECALL the last time I saw her as if it were 
yesterday. It was the Sunday before catechism be- 
gan. She was waiting for the mothers of our already 
largely Mexican parish to come to the school to reg- 
ister their children for the new session. But the 
mothers did not come in large numbers. In Mexico 
time is fluid and people are not obsessed with the 
rigid maintenance of schedules. 

I noticed that as time moved on, Esperanza be- 
came more and more upset. Did she already feel 
that her life was running through her fingers with- 
out being able to stop it? Was she perhaps anxious 
to be close to new life now that her own life was 
coming to an end? Did she feel the presence of death 
and its laughter as it threatens to drown our hope in 
the resurrection of Our Lord? 

I will never know. I only know that I saw fear in 
Esperanza’s eyes. It is the fear of an animal that has 
been cornered and is unable to find a route of es- 
cape. It is the same fear that we have seen in count- 
less victims of natural and man-made disasters. 

In the discreet manner in which she communicat- 
ed, she told me that a tumor had been discovered in 
her throat and that she feared it was cancerous. She 
gave me the impression that she expected something 
from me and that all her life had been condensed in 
that drop of time. 


WHAT HAPPENED next I still cannot explain. 
I consider myself a logical person who tends to be 
skeptical of all unexplainable phenomena. But I 
found myself telling Esperanza in a very strong 
fashion that whatever happened to her from that 
moment on was the ‘‘will of God.’’ That was the 
last time I saw her. 

As time went on, I found myself more and more 
puzzled by what I had said to Esperanza. Why had I 
spoken like that? What did I know about the will of 
God? 

I did not see her at catechism, but I assumed she 
was taking a vacation. I planned to apologize to her 
for the foolishness and senselessness of my words. 

Only this summer did I learn the terrible truth. 
Esperanza was dead. She, who had given so much 
to others, had died alone. Very few people had visit- 
ed her. Like Our Lord in the cross she had died 
alone and forsaken. It was only then that the realiza- 
tion of my words hit me with the force of a hammer: 
I had been used by the Most High as the conveyor 
of a message. 


I REMEMBER only a few years ago the poor in 
Latin America were told by priests and bishops that 
their hunger and degradation were part of the ‘‘will 
of God”’ for them. I also remember how during the 
Reformation some came to believe that God had 
slestined a few souls to go to heaven and the rest to 
go to hell. 

Yet, Catholicism teaches us that there is such a 
thing as the will of God and Esperanza fulfilled it. 
She lived as he had lived, unknown to all but a few. 
She died as he died, forgotten even by her few 
{riends, such as me. Now she stands as an example 
to those of us who are still on a journey of unknown 
length to the House of the Father who loves us all 
and who has prepared a place in his kingdom to all 
who do his will.

The electronic age can be a jolt 


The year 1986 has been a year of crackdowns for the 
Catholic Church. We have seen members of religious or- 
ders, theologians, an archbishop and others warned or 
disciplined by higher authorities. 

Such actions, however, are not limited to the church. 
Universities, the government and the military are among 
institutions of society that are calling for greater restraints 
and conformity. : 

I asked a friend of mine how he interpreted these crack- 
downs. ‘‘I don’t believe they will have the long-range ef- 
fect those responsible for them want,”’ he replied. ‘“The 
real problem is that we are in a unique age which no one 
yet knows how to handle. When you are at a loss on how 
to solve a problem with new methods, you revert to old 
ones that once worked. 

‘‘The history of ‘cracking down’ has a long track 
record, sometimes successful and sometimes disastrous,”’ 
he said. ‘‘Don’t ask me to define what is exactly new in 
our age. I don’t know.”’ 

What is new? For one thing we’re living in an electron- 
ic age. Our minds are bombarded electronically with 
ideas our grandparents could never have imagined. We 
are living in an age of expanded imagination. 

This electronic age did not just happen. It was created. 
Leading businesses, for example, attempted to foster 
“idea power’? among staff members, viewing it as a 
means to success. Creativity is viewed as necessary to 
compete against foreign markets. An entrepreneurial 
spirit is encouraged — a spirit of always moving beyond 
the limits. 

It seems that a special respect for creativity is develop- 


‘Lead us not into 


Question: I have been wondering about the part of 
the Our Father that says ‘‘lead us not into 
temptation.”’ 

We are speaking to God, the ultimate in goodness. 
How can we in effect accuse him of tempting us? 
Wouldn’t it be more accurate to say, ‘‘Let us not be 
led into temptation?’’ Also, the word ‘‘trespass”’ 
strikes me as awkward. Why not use the word ‘‘sin”’ 
in asking forgiveness? f sine = 

Answer: Obviously there is no suggestion in that peti- 
tion that God would lead us into sin if we did not ask 
otherwise. Some scripture scholars believe that this peti- 
tion refers to the final conflict between good and evil, be- 
tween God and Satan. At the time the Lord’s Prayer was 
included in the Gospel of Matthew and Luke, Christians 
suffered great stress and intermittent violent persecution, 
especially from the Roman authorities, to the point that 
they could easily assume the end of the world was coming 
soon. 

We know that St. Paul had to deal with this problem, 
particularly early in his missionary work. The inclination 
to believe that Jesus was coming quickly, like within the 
next few years, apparently dies slowly. 

In the light of that concern one can understand how 
Christians of the time would interpret the words of Our 
Lord to mean that we are asking God not to ‘‘subject us to 
the trial’? between good and evil, which human beings 
with their sinfulness and weakness would not be able to 
combat. 

As far as we of the later ages of the church are con- 
cerned, the ordinary understanding is similar to the one 
you propose. We ask God to protect us from the evil pow- 
ers of this world, our true spiritual enemies. 

The approach of St. Teresa of Avila in her commentary 
on the Our Father is typical: ‘‘Ask him never to permit us 
to succumb to temptation, nor to become victims of illu- 
sion. Let us ask him to show us the poison that is there. 

““May our enemies never hide the light and truth from 
us. How right our good Master was in teaching us this pe- 
tition and addressing it to his Father for us.”’ 


Question: I have a friend by the name of Eunice. A 
minister told her that Eunice in the Bible did a horri- 
ble thing and that he was surprised her parents gave

ing in society. Creative thinkers, of course, tend to move 
beyond the standard ways of thinking or acting. Conse- 
quently, they often seem out of step with the ordinary 
procedures of everyday life. With luck and hard work, 
this creativity leads to worthwhile breakthroughs. 

Understanding legitimate creativity is a challenge those 
in authority face today. (I say ‘‘legitimate’’ because it 
sometimes happens that persons claim to be creative and 
really are frauds.) As we move into the 21st century, all of 
us in one way or another are being influenced by the 
surge toward new creative ideas. 

What should those in positions of authority do when 
faced with the challenge of creative ideas? When confront- 
ed with the confusion creativity often causes, do they rely 
on old methods by cracking down or do they come up with 
creative methods for responding in an age that is moving 
by leaps and bounds toward the 21st century? 

Do they condemn, discipline and limit, or do they turn 
to the best methods of persuasion, encourage new and 
constructive resolutions of problems and find ways to 
work with the fact that society speaks much more of going 
beyond limits than of holding them today?

NEW YORK (NC) — Archbishop Rembert Weakland of 
Milwaukee told a predominantly Protestant audience in 
New York that the ‘‘deeper problem”’ in the controversy 
over Seattle Archbishop Raymond Hunthausen is ‘‘how 
collegiality is going to work.’’ 

He said collegiality meant Catholic bishops govern with 
the bishop of Rome — the pope — but ‘‘we don’t have 
the kind of forms needed’’ to put that principle into 
practice. 

Archbishop Weakland declined to discuss specifics of 
the Vatican action, in which Archbishop Hunthausen was 
instructed to delegate to newly appointed Auxiliary 
Bishop Donald Wuerl final authority over certain 
designated areas. 

But the Milwaukee archbishop said that in the years 
when he was abbot general of the world’s Benedictines, he 
found that such limited-authority arrangements ‘‘never 
worked’’ to solve local problems. 

Archbishop Weakland spoke about the Seattle case in 
response to a question following an address Oct. 8 on 
‘“God’s Word and the American Economy.’’ He was one

of the principal speakers at a convocation co-sponsored by 
the interdenominational Riverside Church and Union 
Theological Seminary. 

On another controversy, he indicated that he had come 
under attack for his recent criticisms of ‘‘rigid’’ responses 
by church leaders to ferment in Catholic moral theology. 
His comments, published in two successive columns in his 
archdiocesan newspaper in September, received national 
publicity. 

In Washington Oct. 9 the archbishop said the mail he 
has received on the two columns was running about 25-1 
in support of his views. He said he spoke out because 
priests and people in his archdiocese had asked him to 
address the issue. 

In his address in New York Archbishop Weakland, 
who chairs the bishops’ committee writing a pastoral let- 
ter on the U.S. economy, said the committee’s hearings 
and thousands of letters commenting on the preliminary 
drafts revealed ‘‘much generosity’’ in the American peo- 
ple. But he said they are ‘“‘very nervous at this moment’’ 
and therefore act in ways that seem to show a lack of 
concern.

Among ‘‘negative’’ factors in American culture, he 
cited ‘‘hyper-personalism,’’ which he also termed “‘me- 
ism’’ and ‘‘rugged individualism.’’ He said this appears 
as ‘‘privatization’”’ in religion. ‘‘I always get disillusioned 
because I find this so prevalent in the Catholic Church,” 
he said. 

Archbishop Weakland said he found this individualism 
even among economists who graduated from Catholic 
colleges. 

Instead of raising economic questions about the bish- 
ops’ pastoral, he said, ‘‘they question my theology’’ be- 
cause they have privatized religion to the point of separat- 
ing “‘morals from economic and political thinking.” 

The same individualistic concept of religion, Archbish- 
op Weakland said, is found among the young. He said he 
required every young person desiring the sacrament of 
confirmation to write him a letter explaining why, and 
most of the letters show an individualistic outlook. Often, 
he said, they make no mention of Christ or the Holy 
Spirit, but speak only of ‘‘me and God and that goody- 
goody feeling I got on retreat when the candles were burn- 
ing and we held hands.”’

SAN DIEGO — Bishop Leo T. Maher celebrated a 
Mass of thanksgiving at Our Lady of the Sacred Heart 


Church Oct. 19 to culminate the parish’s yearlong obser- 
vance of its 75th anniversary.

ture through their own liturgies and other activities,’’

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Women’s ordination is focus of meeting

WASHINGTON (NC) — Repeated calls for Catholic 
ordination of women formed a thematic center of a three- 
day conference in Washington Oct. 10-12 on ‘‘Women in 
the Church.”’ 

Some 2,500 participants who came from all parts of the 
country cheered and applauded as speaker after speaker 
urged women to take up a place of full equality with men 
in both church and world — but with an emphasis on 
church. 

Father Richard McBrien, chairman of the theology de- 
partment of the University of Notre Dame, said he 
backed the ministry of qualified women not only as priests 
but as bishops and pope. 

‘All of us — women and men, clergy, Religious and 
taity — are called in principle to fulfill whatever ministries 
are required to advance that mission (of the church) for 
the sake of God’s kingdom,”’ he said. 

Canadian Bishop Remi De Roo of Victoria, British 
Columbia, in the conference’s closing address, did not ex- 
plicitly call for ordination of women but said the issue 
“‘has become a symbol of the willingness or refusal of the 
Catholic Church to come to grips with the challenges pre- 
sented by contemporary society.”’ 

“At stake is how we continue effectively to image 
God,”’ he said. 

Benedictine Sister Joan Chittister of Erie, Pa., keynote 
speaker two days earlier, set a tone and framework for the 
meeting as she urged Catholics favoring women’s equal- 
ity to ‘swamp the chanceries and offices of the world with 
petitions for change.”’ 

“‘We must not be silent,’’ she said. ‘‘We must speak 
up, and speak to, and speak on until sexism is seen for the 
sin it is and repented.”’ 

Although it had no specific part on the conference 
schedule, an undercurrent throughout the meeting was 
widespread opposition of participants to the recent Vat- 
ican disciplining of Archbishop Raymond Hunthausen of 
Seattle. 

“I love Hunthausen’’ buttons were circulated, a pri- 
vately sponsored open forum on the controversy drew 
about 500 of the conference participants, and many par-

full authority to the archbishop. 

Sister Chittister, Bishop De Roo and others drew on 
biblical images to argue that God called women to full 
equality and Jesus encouraged it, but that early male 
church leaders missed the message. 

Sister Chittister, head of the International Conference 
of Benedictine Women, found some humor in a church 
that claims ‘‘the gates of hell shall not prevail against it’’ 
but “‘can, apparently, be brought to its knees by a little 
11-year-old girl’’ carrying cruets to the altar. 

Of more than 2,500 people who registered for the con- 
ference, 97 percent were women, said Michael Balhoff, 
vice president of Time Consultants Inc., the independent 
agency that organized the meeting. 

Balhoff expressed some disappointment at the small 
showing of men but said that registrants included at least 
six bishops. Bishop De Roo and Auxiliary Bishop 
Amedee Proulx of Portland, Maine, were both present as 


In an Oct. 13 interview, Cardinal Bernardin said the 
council reviewed the responses of bishops’ conferences to 
the “‘lineamenta’’ — a 40-page document the Vatican 
distributed to the bishops as a basis for consultation prior 
to the laity synod. 

The lineamenta, published in February 1985, stressed 
the need for lay people to bring their faith to secular 
society. 

About half of the episcopal conferences sent in respons- 
es to the lineamenta, Cardinal Bernardin said. The syn- 
odal group read summaries of the responses and prepared 
an outline for the text of the synod’s working paper. 

“We discussed the points that we felt should go into’’ 
the working paper, he said. 


Regarding the episcopal conference reponses, Cardinal 
Bernardin said there was a ‘‘kind of a consensus among 
the various reports’’ of the issues to be addressed. 

Cardinal Bernardin said he expected the working paper 


to be made public early next year to allow further reaction 
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speakers, he said, while other registrants included 
Auxiliary Bishop P. Francis Murphy of Baltimore and 
Bishops John Fitzpatrick of Brownsville, Texas, Joseph 


Breitenbeck of Grand Rapids, Mich., and Joseph Imesch 


of Joliet, Il. 

Bishop Imesch is chairman of a U.S. bishops’ commit- 
tee preparing a pastoral message on concerns of women in 
the church. Bishop Proulx, a member of that committee, 
addressed a workshop on development of the pastoral. 

In an address Oct. 11 Benedictine Sister Mary Collins, 
co-director of the Center for Benedictine Studies in 
Atchison, Kan., called for ‘‘new patterns of authority, 
decision-making and administration’’ to end the ‘‘bond- 
age’’ of clericalism in the church. 

Training and support systems for priests bolster clerical 
authority and enforce unbiblical biases against women, 
she said. ‘‘I honestly do not know what it is that women 
cannot do in the service of the Gospel.’’ 

Father James Provost of the canon law faculty of The 
Catholic University of America did not call for ordination 
of women in his address, but he suggested that the issue 
was “‘very complicated.’’ He said that ‘‘only a renewed 
anthropology will provide a means to cope with such a 
complex situation.’’ 

Father Provost urged advancing the role of women in 
the church by ‘‘developing a working consensus’ on cen- 
tral rather than ‘‘peripheral’’ issues 

At a press conference after his talk, he called women’s 
ordination a peripheral issue, saying the current practice 
of ordained ministry is ‘‘in crisis’’ because of the shortage 
of priests and seminarians. 

Although all major speakers at the conference stressed 
working within the church to advance women, at least one 
workshop leader suggested that feminist theology and Ro- 
man Catholicism may have reached a point of rupture. 

The workshop leader, Mary Jo Weaver, an associate 
professor of religious studies at Indiana University, ar- 
gued that all the basic crisis conditions which led to the 
Protestant Reformation are again present in the church 
regarding women. 

“The logic of feminist theology brings us to the brink of 
a new Reformation. . . . I believe we are now at this 
juncture,’’ she said.

to the synod’s themes. 

World synods, representative gatherings of bishops to 

advise the pope on major concerns facing the church, are 
usually held every three years. The 1987 session will be 
the seventh ordinary assembly since the Synod of Bishops 
was established after the Second Vatican Council. 
_ The synod on the laity was originally scheduled for 
1986, but it was delayed a year after Pope John Paul II 
called an extraordinary synod in 1985 to discuss the state 
of the church since the council. 

Cardinal Bernardin said that during the October meet- 
ing progress on issues from last year’s extraordinary Syn- 
od of Bishops was reported on. 

Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger announced that the first 
meeting of a commission to work on a catechism or com- 
pendium of Catholic doctrine will take place in Novem- 
ber, Cardinal Bernardin said. 

The first meeting of a group to discuss the theological 
status of episcopal conferences also is scheduled to take 
place soon, he added.

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Bishops release 


draft message on 
economy pastoral 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Catholic social teaching is 
demanding because “‘the Gospel is demanding,”’ says the 
first draft of a message by the U.S. bishops on the 
economy. 

The message is to accompany the forthcoming national 
pastoral letter, “‘Economic Justice for All,’’ which the 
nation’s Catholic bishops are to debate and vote on when 
they meet in Washington Nov. 10-13. 


“*The challenge of this pastoral letter is not merely to 
think differently, but also to act differently,’’ says the 
message. “‘A renewal of economic life depends on the 
choices and commitments of individual 
believers.”’ 

The 3,600-word message was made public in Wash- 
ington Oct.*23, about a week after it was mailed to the 
bishops of the country. Like the pastoral letter itself, 
which runs 53,000 words, the message is to be debated, 
amended and voted on during the bishops’ November 
meeting. 


Development of the pastoral letter goes back to 1980, 


“but the decision to issue a shorter message along with it 


originated with a meeting of the bishops in Collegeville, 
Minn., in June 1984. 

Many of the bishops said a shorter, simpler message 
was needed to reach millions of Americans who would not 
read the whole pastoral letter or who would find a brief 


overview a helpful introduction to the longer, more 


technical document. 

The message begins with a brief background on the 
development of the pastoral letter and the reasons the 
bishops undertook it. 


“Economic life raises important social and moral 
questions for each of us and for society as a whole,’ it 
says. 

“Like family life, economic life is one of the chief areas 
where we live out our faith, love our neighbor, confront 
temptation, fulfill God’s creative design and achieve our 
holiness . . . As a community of believers, we know that 
our faith is tested by the quality of justice among us.”’ 


The message says the bishops’ specific judgments do 
not carry the same authority as the church’s general 
moral teaching, but ‘‘the church’s teachings cannot be left 
at the level of appealing generalities.’’
